Some may ev en kill to p ay for their 
drugs. 
These p eop le are v ictims of addiction - a serious 
illn ess with frequen tly tragic con sequen ces. In 
the p ublic min d, n arcotic addiction is also lin ked 
with the un derworld which is the source of n ar­ 
cotics in the Un ited States today . As a result, 
most p eop le are con cern ed with addiction as a 
crime, rather than as a disease. 
The fact remain s, howev er, that this p roblem 
is seriously affectin g the health an d liv es of 
teen agers. 
An d if we are to face up to this 
p roblem, we must recogn ize addiction as an 
illn ess, be alert to its sy mp toms, an d abov e all, 
try to correct its causes. 
No on e can say with certain ty how man y p eop le 
are addicted to drugs. Addicts, kn owin g their 
behav ior is illegal an d con sidered immoral, 
are hardly eager to be coun ted in a cen sus. 
The U.S. Bureau of Narcotics does kn ow the 
n ames of 55,89 9 American s who are habitual 
users of heroin , morp hin e or other n arcotic 
drugs. 
The agen cy figures there are a 
few 
thousan d others who are n ot y et kn own to it. 
To satisfy his crav in g for n arcotics, the ty p ical 
addict must sp en d $10 to $35 daily . Male addicts 
usually steal to get the mon ey . 
Sin ce stolen 
goods brin g on ly a small p ortion of their origin al 
cost, the addict must steal items worth far more 
than the actual cash he n eeds for drugs. In a 
y ear's time, the ty p ical male addict may steal 
merchan dise v alued at from $30,000 to $9 0,- 
0 0 0 dollars. The figure of $350 million has been 
suggested by the federal Bureau of Narcotics 
as the amoun t sp en t an n ually for illegal drugs. 
The ty p ical female addict usually resorts to 
p rostitution to obtain the n on ey she n eeds. For 
ex amp le, when in terv iewee by the New York 
Times, a 25-y ear-old secretary said she had 
liv ed with sev eral men , stolen , an d became a 
p rostitute. 
Her use of herioin cost about $35j 
a day . 
It is ev iden t that society is p ay in g an ex orbitan t 
p rice for n arcotics addiction . What is n ot so 
ev iden t are the in roads made in to the liv es of 
teen agers an d p re-teen agers by illegal dop e traf­ 
fic.— This is takin g p lace because of a tragic 
lack of in formation on the p art of man y p aren ts 
an d adults. 
This lack of kn owledge was sp ot­ 
lighted recen tly in a sy n dicated column written 
by Dr. Lester L. Coleman . A con cern ed father 
in Californ ia wrote to the doctor; 
“ My teen -age son has fallen in with a group of 
marijuan a smokers, all boy s of good families. 
1 hav e been terribly up set sin ce I foun d out. He 
an d his frien ds are fast talkers an d try to sell me 
the idea that marijuan a is n ot habit-formin g an d 
that they can stop an y time they wan t to." 
The warn in g giv en to this father is on e which 
ev ery on e n eeds to con sider carefully . The doc­ 
tor's words; “Watch out. The red light is glow­ 
in g. Don 't be ‘con n ed' by the sop histicated frien ds 
who are p lay in g with dy n amite. They may giv e 
y ou all the 
p seudo-scien tific double-talk that 
marijuan a is n ot an addictiv e or habit-formin g 
drug. 
“This on e fact IS true; 
“ Marijuan a or ‘p ot* 
smokers are boun d together an d solidified by their 
o wn n eurotic ten den cies. 
Un fortun ately , man y 
‘sop histicates’ soon graduate from marijuan a to 
cocain e, an d then to heroin . An d when they arriv e 
at the en d p oin t of heroin , there is little or n o 
hop e for correction ." 
Do cto r Co lima n a dded; 
“ Phy sician s, p sy chiatrists an d sociologists des­ 
p air at the v ague p ossibilities of rehabilitation 
when the v ictims mov e from marijuan a to heroin . 
They are all v ictims of drug addiction that stems 
origin ally from the temp tation an d curiosity to try 
marijuan a. 
‘‘Perhap s y our son an d his frien ds can stop ‘p ot' 
smokin g when ‘they wan t to quit.* But don 't bet 
on it an d don 't bet on the ‘this, too, shall p ass' 
attitude. 
For this, too, shall, an d can , p ass 
straight on to p erman en t drug addiction ." 
An addict's immediate family may n ot observ e 
an y chan ges in ap p earan ce due to use of drugs. 
It is true, of course, that heroin users may hav e 
scars or sores on their arms, resultin g from 
rep eated in jection s of the drug in to their v ein s; 
but it is ex tremly difficult to recogn ize an 
op iate user who is receiv in g a regular sup p ly 
o f his drug. 
If the drug is withdrawn for on e 
o r two day s, howev er, the addict is easily 
iden tified by a series of defin ite in v olun tary 
reaction s called the withdrawal sy n drome. A 
mild withdrawal in v olv es sn eezin g, y awn in g, p er­ 
sp irin g, waterin g of the ey es, an d a run n in g 
no se. 
A moderate resp on se in cludes tremors 
o f the bo dy , “goose bump s", loss of ap p etite* 
a nd dila tio n o f 
the p up ils. A sev ere sy n drome 
o ften in v olv es fev er, 
in creased blood p res­ 
sure, rap id breathin g, in somn ia, an d acute rest­ 
lessness. 
At its most in ten se, the resp on se 
ta kes the fo rm o f, a mo ng 
other thin gs, weight 
lo ss a nd limb spa sms. 
In a n a ttempt to help educa te the public co n­ 
cerning this pro belm, the Na rco tics Burea u o f 
New Yo rk City Po lice Depa rtment published a 
pa mphlet entitled “ The Sco urg e o f Na rco tics." 


Here is the way it describes a con firmed ad­ 
dict; 
“ To be a con firmed drug addict is to be 
on e of the walkin g-dead. 
There are man y 
sy mp toms to in dicate a con firmed addict - an y 
of them may be p resen t; 
“The teeth hav e rotted out; the ap p etite is lost 
an d the stomach an d in testin es don 't fun ction 
p rop erly . 
The gall bladder becomes in flamed; 
ey es an d skin turn a bilious y ellow. 
In some 
cases the membran es of the n ose turn a flamin g 
red; the p artition sep aratin g the n ostrils is eaten 
away - breathin g is difficult. 
Ox y gen in the 
blood decreases; bron chitis an d tuberculosis de­ 
v elop . 
Good traits of character disap p ear an d 
bad on es emerge . . .Vein s collap se an d liv id 
p urp lish scars remain . 
Boils an d abscesses 
p lague the skin ; gn awin g p ain racks the body . 
Nerv es sn ap ; v icious twitchin g dev elop s. Imagi­ 
n ary an d fan tastic fears blight the min d an d 
sometimes comp lete in san ity results. 
Often ­ 
times, too, death comes - much too early in 
life. 
“ Comp ared with n ormal p erson s, accordin g to 
on e authority quoted in a U.S. Treasury De­ 
p artmen t p amp hlet, drug addicts die of tuber­ 
culosis at a rate of 4 to 1; p n eumon ia, 2 to 1; 
p remature old age, 5 to 1; bron chitis, 4 to 1; 
brain hemorrhage, 3 to 1; can cer an d 
other 
malign an t tumors, 3 to 1, 
an d more than 2 to 
1 of a wide v ariety of other diseases. 
“ Such is the tormen t of bein g a drug addict; 
such is the p lague of bein g on e of the walkin g- 
dead." 
With illegal drugs so readily 
av ailable, the 
foregoin g facts must be made kn own to ev ery 
y oun g p erson , p articularly to the on e who boasts 
he can stop ‘p ot* smokin g an y time he wan ts to. 
Frequen tly he fin ds he has n o desire to stop . 
He has discov ered an other way of life - or 
more accurately he has foun d a substitute for 
life, a walkin g death. 
Fortun ately , today there is a n ew stirrin g 
of in terest in this p roblem an d there are hop e­ 
ful sign s an d en couragin g action on a n umber of 
fron ts. 
Howev er, the basic n eed con tin ues to 
be p rev en tion of addiction . 
Dr. Coleman ad­ 
v ises; 
“ Paren ts must p ursue this p roblem 
relen tlessly with all the forces they can mus­ 
ter. 
Doctors, sp iritual adv isors an d educators 
can be the buttresses again st this dan ger of 
marijuan a - a dan ger lurkin g activ ely in y our 
home. 
“ Where are the ‘boy s’ ton ight," he asks. “ Un der 
sup erv ision ? 
Un der guidan ce? 
The greatest 
gift of the security that adolescen ts n eed can 
be giv en them by establishin g their limits of 
activ ity . 
Discip lin e with un derstan din g, con ­ 
stan t guidan ce an d education can con v ert the 
restless ‘p ot* smoker to a hap p y human bein g. 
“ Paren ts must heed the warn in g siren if their 
children are to be chan n eled in to 
healthy 
maturity ."

The Fight to Improve Water

LANSING, Mich.—(NEA)— 
Imagine launching your boat 
from the Hudson River, trav­ 
eling across nearly crystal- 
clear waters as wide as a foot­ 
ball field is long and journey­ 
ing to Alaska. 
This not-so-wild dream of 
cross-continental water travel 
is destined as one by-product 
ol a broad -contrary to pres­ 
ent conservation beliefs, that 
is 
montage of ideas focused 
on preserving and improving 
our most precious natural re­ 
source. 
The concept could be trig­ 
gered Into reality by a project 
being designed for Michigan 
bv a L a n s i n g-based firm 
called John R. Snell Engi­ 
neers, Inc. While in perspec­ 
tive a “Trans-Michigan Ua 
terway” might seem small, so 
is a satellite to space or a 
diamond to a ton of coal. 
“It is,” said firm president 
Snell, “a marrying of many of 
my ideas.’ 
Quite a nuptial 
considering the accomplish­ 
ment credentials and world­ 
wide reputation of the man, 
born to medical missionary 
parents in Soochow. China, 54 
years ago. 
“Yes. I think bv the year 
2000 we’ll see a transconti­ 
nental waterway.’’ Snell said, 
“and I think my project could 
be a reality in 5-10 years 
Snell is not alone in the de­ 
partment of schemes to revi­ 
talize America’s water sup­ 
ply. just more advanced The 
common bond is that their 
version of “Water, Water Ev­ 
erywhere’’ ends with plenty 
to drink and for all other 


needs; most of it’s going tc 
waste and the polluted mesi 
we find ourselves in is fai 
from incurable.

Most f e a t u r e fresh ap­ 
proaches that include:

• Cleaning up lakes, rivers 
and streams, providing ade­ 
quate water for all and creat­ 
ing new 
recreational areas 
through 
firm 
management 
programs 
• Allowing 
governments, 
federal and state, to MAKE 
money rather than hand it out 
or make deadbeat loans. 
In 
most cases. Canadian 
help is vital. As Snell con­ 
tends: 
“We are not using the re­ 
sources we have at 
hand. 
About 90 per cent of the wa­ 
ter from the vast network of 
Canadian riters goes to waste 
in Hudson Bay (quite a waste 
since Canada has one-third of 
the worlds fresh water). It 
would be simple and econom­ 
ical to reverse the river How 
to our direction into the Great 
Lakes,” he said. 
The water reservoirs, man­ 
aged by sort of a combined 
highway and water depart­ 
ment. would also be a profit- 


able government commodity 
“like a public utility or bank 
and pay for the project several 
times over,’’ Snell said. 
All of the p r o j e c t s and 
ideas dealing with the future 
of water in North America 
being discussed, blueprinted 
and studied differ, perhaps, in 
methods but have the same 
aim and could, some unpol­ 
luted day, interconnect into 
a vast transcontinental water­ 
way. They could also restore 
the United States, although 
unromantically 
mechanized, 
to wilderness-day conditions 
now observable only in remote 
areas, travelogues and mental 
pictures conjured from litera­ 
ture. 
Notable p r o j e c t s include 
the following, headed by the 
mammoth $100 billion North 
American Water and Power 
Alliance: 
NAWAPA 
Introduced in C o n g r e s s 
by Sen. Frank Moss (D-Utah) 
and outlined by the Ralph M. 
Parsons engineering firm of 
Los Angeles. NAWAPA is de­ 
scribed as a “master plan’’ to 
assure an adequate water sup­ 
ply for the next 100 years— 
but it’s 10-30 years away. 
The two keys are a 500-mile 
storage reservoir in Canada’s 
Rocky Mountain Trench and 
an Alberta-Great Lakes canal. 
The trench could generate $4 
billion a year in salable elec­ 
tric power as Canada’s remu­ 
neration for its water that’s 
now pouring uselessly into 
the Arctic Ocean—but would 
be diverted in reverse from a 
huge Yukon reservoir. 
The canal appears as the 
crux of a transcontinental wa­ 
terway since it’s estimated 40 


million acre-feet of water a 
year would flow into Lake 
Superior (picture an acre of 
land covered with water ex­ 
tending some 75,000 miles 
into the air). 
Using western drainage ba­ 
sins, water would also trav­ 
erse the breadth of the United 
States to Mexico, developing 
eight times as much irrigated 
land as Egypt’s Aswan Dam. 
An international co-opera­ 
tion treaty would be needed, 
but there are indications that 
Canada, a thorn that bled the 
side of Chicago in the lengthy 
Lake Michigan diversion court 
battle, may be coming around 


TEXAS PROJECT 
At an estimated cost of $3.7 
billion, the proposal of Gov. 
John Connally would, in the 
next decade, begin a series of 
dams and reservoirs to pump 
water f r o m the Texarkana 
reservoir in the “rich” north­ 
east to south Texas. 


LAKE CHAMPLAIN 
Designed to affect the en­ 
tire eastern seaboard, with 
the lake as the “equalizer,” 
the idea is to connect with 
canals or channels the Hud 
son of New York and Riche­ 
lieu of Quebec, with offshoots 
west and north to the Great 
Lakes. 
E x p e r t s feel realization 
could mean making the filthy 
Hudson almost picturesque as 
far north as Albany, N Y. 


DELAWARE RIVER BASIN 
Plans for the next six years 
are for construction of more 
than 200 facilities to take care 
of pressing needs for New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware 
and part of Pennsylvania.

A. A. Milne once told of a 
worried mother who wanted 
to protect her son as he 
started off for the war. She 
purchased a coat of mesh 
which she wanted him to wear 
under his shirt. It was a poign-' 
ant story and anyone with a 
young man or young woman 
in the household understands j 
the plight. Each generation 
seems to match the young 
against fearful odds and. in a 
clumsy way, -each generation 
tries to arm them with some 
ancient outer garment. 
It was that way with the 
dinosaurs. They knew about 
coats of mail and they tried to 
match them against evolution­ 
ary changes. Now they are re­ 
membered in museums where 
their bones are strung to­ 
gether. Meanwhile, 
other 
forms of life have survived. 
One wonders whether this is 
the fate of those who put their 
trust in superior armaments. 
Are we as foolish as a mother 
wanting to garb her son in 
17th-century armor? 
History has often called 
upon men to rethink their sit­ 
uation. It was that way with 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
in 
1862 
when he stood before the Con­ 
gress to state: ‘‘The dogmas of 
the quiet past are inadequate 
to the stormy present. The oc­ 
casion is piled high with diffi­ 
culty, and we must rise with 
the occasion. As our case is 
new, so we must think anew 
and act anew. We must disen­ 
thrall ourselves, and then we 
shall save our country.” 
Whether we actually did 
think anew is still an histori­ 
cal q u e s t i o n and debate 
Nonetheless, the Union was 
saved and men believed that 
they ‘‘would either nobly save 
or meanly lose, the last best 
hope of earth.” One hundred 


and five years later we are 
still trying to rethink those 
challenges to a way of life. 
We know now that just to end 
the Civil War was not enough. 
We know how many unsolved 
problems still taunt our imagi­ 
nation and our resolve. 
It isn’t a coat of mesh but 
a continuing commitment to 
this thinking out of our situa­ 
tion that protects our young 
and encourages our children. 
Youth is a time of dreams 
as well as disillusionment. 
Among the young are both 
idealists and vandals. There 
are volunteers for the Peace 
Corps and yet one in 10 sui­ 
cides in the United States is 
among this generation. 
In a time when there is a 
confusion about our role as a 
nation, it is easy to under­ 
stand why we would like to 
solve everything by contriving 
coats of mesh. It would be 
better to remember that there 
are times to remember our 
history, understand the dog­ 
mas of the past and learn how 
to reinterpret them in the 
situations of this moment. We 
can’t give youth a coat of 
mesh; we can give them our 
! own 
commitment to think 
anew and act anew. “We must 
disenthrall ourselves and then 
we shall save our country.”

SUBSTITUTE FOR LIFE: 
A WALKING DEATH 
Today, thousands of Am ericans awakened with 
the driving need to obtain enough illegal drugs 
to see them through a day. 
These people are 
victim s of a habit so expensive that many may 
become crim inals 
before the day is over. Many 
will steal. 
Some may even kill to pay for their 
drugs. 
These people are victims of addiction - a serious 
illness with frequently tragic consequences. In 
the public mind, narcotic addiction is also linked 
with the underworld which is the source of n ar­ 
cotics in the United States today. 
As a result, 
most people are concerned with addiction as a 
crim e, rather than as a disease. 
The fact rem ains, however, that this problem 
is seriously affecting the health and lives 
of 
teenagers. 
And if we are to face up to this 
problem, we must recognize addiction as an 
illness, be alert to its symptoms, and above all, 
try to correct its causes. 
No one can say with certainty how many people 
are addicted to drugs. 
Addicts, knowing their 
behavior is illegal and considered im m oral, 
are hardly eager to be counted in a census. 
The U.S. Bureau of Narcotics does know the 
names of 55,899 Am ericans who are habitual 
u sers of heroin, morphine or other narcotic 
drugs. 
The agency figures there are a 
few 
thousand others who are not yet known to it. 
To satisfy his craving for narcotics, the typical 
addict must spend $10 to $35 daily. Male addicts 
usually steal to get the money. 
Since stolen 
goods bring only a small portion of their original 
cost, the addict must steal item s worth far m ore 
than the actual cash he needs for drugs. 
In a 
y ear’s tim e, the typical male addict may steal 
m erchandise valued at from $30,000 to $90,- 
000 dollars. The figure of $350 million has been 
suggested by the federal Bureau of N arcotics 
as the amount spent annually for illegal drugs. 
The typical female addict usually re so rts 
to 
prostitution to obtain the i loney she needs. For 
example, when interviewee, by the New 
York 
Tim es, a 25-year-old secretary said she had 
lived with several men, stolen, and became a 
prostitute. 
Her use of herioin cost about $35| 
a day. 
It is evident that society is paying an exorbitant 
price for narcotics addiction. 
What is not so 
evident are the inroads made into the lives of 
teenagers and pre-teenagers by illegal dope tra f­ 
fic. 
This is taking place because of a tragic 
lack of information on the part of many parents 
and adults. 
This lack of knowledge was spot­ 
lighted recently in a syndicated column w ritten 
by Dr. L ester L. Coleman. A concerned father 
in California wrote to the doctor: 
“ My teen-age son has fallen in with a group of 
m arijuana sm okers, all boys of good fam ilies. 
1 have been terribly upset since I found out. He 
and his friends are fast talkers and try to sell me 
the idea that m arijuana is not habit-form ing and 
that they can stop any tim e they want to.’’ 
The warning given to this father is one which 
everyone needs to consider carefully. The doc­ 
to r’s words: “ Watch out. The red light is glow­ 
ing. Don’t be ‘conned’by the sophisticated friends 
who are playing with dynamite. 
They may give 
you all the 
pseudo-scientific double-talk that 
m arijuana is not an addictive or habit-form ing 
drug. 
“ This one fact IS 
true: 
“ M arijuana or ‘pot’ 
sm okers are bound together and solidified by their 
own neurotic tendencies. 
Unfortunately, many 
‘sophisticates’ soon graduate from m arijuana to 
cocaine, and then to heroin. And when they arrive 
at the end point of heroin, 
there is little or no 
hope for correction.” 
Doctor Coliman added: 
“ Physicians, psychiatrists and sociologists des­ 
pair at the vague possibilities of rehabilitation 
when the victim s move from m arijuana to heroin. 
They are all victims of drug addiction that stem s 
originally from the temptation and curiosity to try 
m arijuana. 
“ Perhaps your son and his friends can sto p ‘pot’ 
smoking when ‘they want to quit.* But don’t bet 
on it and don’t bet on the ‘this, too, shall p ass’ 
attitude. 
For this, too, shall, and can, pass 
straight on to permanent drug addiction.” 
An addict’s immediate family may not observe 
any changes in appearance due to use of drugs. 
It is true, of course, that heroin users may have 
scars or sores on their arm s, resulting from 
repeated injections of the drug into their veins; 
but it is extrem ly difficult to recognize an 
opiate user who is receiving a regular supply 
of his drug. 
If the drug is withdrawn for one 
o r two days, however, the addict is easily 
identified by a series of definite involuntary 
reactions called the withdrawal syndrome. A 
mild withdrawal involves sneezing, yawning, p e r­ 
spiring, watering of the eyes, and a running 
nose. 
A m oderate response includes trem ors 
of the body, “ goose bum ps” , loss of appetite, 
and dilation of the pupils. 
A severe syndrome 
often 
involves 
fever, 
increased 
blood p res­ 
sure, rapid breathing, insomnia, and acute re st­ 
lessness. 
At its most intense, the response 
takes the form of, among other things, weight 
loss and limb spasm s. 
In an attem pt to help educate the public con­ 
cerning this probelm, the Narcotics Bureau of 
New York City Police Department published a 
pamphlet entitled “ The Scourge of N arcotics.” 


H ere is the way it describes a confirm ed ad­ 
dict: 
“ To be a confirm ed drug addict is to be 
one of the walking-dead. 
There are many 
symptoms to indicate a confirm ed addict - any 
of them may be present: 
“ The teeth have rotted out; the appetite is lost 
and the stomach and intestines don’t function 
properly. 
The gall bladder becom es inflamed; 
eyes and skin turn a bilious yellow. 
In some 
cases the m em branes of the nose turn a flaming 
red; the partition separating the nostrils is eaten 
away - breathing is difficult. 
Oxygen in the 
blood decreases; bronchitis and tuberculosis de­ 
velop. 
Good tra its of character disappear and 
bad ones em erge . . .Veins collapse and livid 
purplish scars rem ain. 
Boils and abscesses 
plague the skin; gnawing pain racks the body. 
Nerves snap; vicious twitching develops. Imagi­ 
nary and fantastic fears blight the mind and 
som etim es com plete insanity resu lts. 
Often­ 
tim es, too, death com es - much too early in 
life. 
“ Compared with norm al persons, according to 
one authority quoted in a U.S. T reasury De­ 
partm ent pam phlet, drug addicts die of tuber­ 
culosis at a rate of 4 to 1; pneumonia, 2 to 1; 
prem ature old age, 5 to 1; bronchitis, 4 to 1; 
brain hem orrhage, 3 to 1; cancer and 
other 
malignant tum ors, 3 to 1, 
and m ore than 2 to 
1 of a wide variety of other diseases. 
“ Such is the torm ent of being a drug addict; 
such is the plague of being one of the walking- 
dead.” 
With illegal drugs so readily 
available, the 
foregoing facts m ust be made known to every 
young person, particularly to the one who boasts 
he can stop ‘pot’ smoking any tim e he wants to. 
Frequently he finds he has no desire to stop. 
He has discovered another way of life - or 
m ore accurately he has found a substitute for 
life, a walking death. 
Fortunately, today there is a new stirrin g 
of interest in this problem and there are hope­ 
ful signs and encouraging action on a number of 
fronts. 
However, the basic need continues 
to 
be prevention of addiction. 
Dr. Coleman ad­ 
vises: 
“ Parents 
must pursue this problem 
relentlessly with all the forces they can m us­ 
te r. 
Doctors, spiritual advisors and educators 
can be the buttresses against this danger 
of 
m arijuana - a danger lurking actively in your 
home. 
“ Where are the ‘boys’ tonight,” he asks. “ Under 
supervision? 
Under guidance? 
The greatest 
gift of the security that adolescents need can 
be given them by establishing their lim its of 
activity. 
D iscipline with understanding, con­ 
stant guidance and education can convert the 
re stle ss ‘pot’ sm oker to a happy human being. 
“ Parents must heed the warning siren if their 
children are to be channeled into 
healthy 
m aturity.”

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
SUBSTITUTE FOR LIFE: 
A WALKING DEATH 
Today, thousands of Americans awakened with 
the driving need to obtain enough illegal drugs 
to see them through a day. 
These people are 
victims of a habit so expensive that many may 
become criminals 
before the day is over. Many 
will steal. 
Some may even kill to pay for their 
drugs. 
These people are victims of addiction-a serious 
illness with frequently tragic consequences. In 
the public mind, narcotic addiction is also linked 
with the underworld which is the source of nar­ 
cotics in the United States today. 
As a result, 
most people are concerned with addiction as a 
crime, rather than as a disease. 
The fact remains, however, that this problem 
is seriously affecting the health and lives 
of 
teenagers. 
And if we are to face up to this 
problem, we must recognize addiction as an 
illness, be alert to its symptoms, and above all, 
try to correct its causes. 
No one can say with certainty how many people 
are addicted to drugs. 
Addicts, knowing their 
behavior is illegal and considered immoral, 
are hardly eager to be counted in a census. 
The U.S. Bureau of Narcotics does know' tile 
names of 55,899 Americans who are habitual 
users of heroin, morphine or other narcotic 
drugs. 
The agency figures there are a 
few 
thousand others who are not yet known to it. 
To satisfy his craving for narcotics, the typical 
addict must spend SIO to $35 daily. Male addicts 
usually steal to get the money. 
Since stolen 
goods bring only a small portion of their original 
cost, the addict must steal items worth far more 
than the actual cash he needs for drugs. In a 
year’s time, the typical male addict may steal 
merchandise valued at from $30,000 to $90,- 
000 dollars. The figure of $350 million has been 
suggested by the federal Bureau of Narcotics 
as the amount spent annually for illegal drugs. 
The typical female addict usually resorts 
to 
prostitution to obtain the * loney she needs. For 
example, when interviewee by the New 
York 
Times, a 25-year-old secretary said she had 
lived with several men, stolen, and became a 
prostitute. 
Her use of herioin cost about $35| 
a day. 
It is evident that society is paying an exorbitant 
price for narcotics addiction. 
What is not so 
evident are the inroads made into the lives of 
teenagers and pre-teenagers by illegal dope traf­ 
fic. 
This is taking place because of a tragic 
lack of information on the part of many parents 
and adults. 
This lack of knowledge was spot­ 
lighted recently in a syndicated column written 
by Dr. Lester L. Coleman. A concerned father 
in California wrote to the doctor: 
“ My teen-age son has fallen in with a group of 
marijuana smokers, all boys of good families. 
1 have been terribly upset since I found out. He 
and his friends are fast talkers and try to sell me 
the idea that marijuana is not habit-forming and 
that they can stop any time they want to.** 
The warning given to this father is one which 
everyone needs to consider carefully. The doc­ 
tor’s words: “ Watch out. The red light is glow­ 
ing. Don’t be ‘conned* by the sophisticated friends 
who are playing with dynamite. 
They may give 
you all the 
pseudo-scientific double-talk that i 
marijuana is not an addictive or habit-forming 
drug. 
“This one fact IS 
true: 
“ Marijuana or ‘pot* 
smokers are bound together and solidified by their 
own neurotic tendencies. 
Unfortunately, many 
‘sophisticates’ soon graduate from marijuana to 
cocaine, and then to heroin. And when they arrive 
at the end point of heroin, 
there is little or no 
hope for correction.’* 
Doctor Coliman added: 
“ Physicians, psychiatrists and sociologists des­ 
pair at the vague possibilities of rehabilitation 
when the victims move from marijuana to heroin. 
They are all victims of drug addiction that stems 
originally from the temptation and curiosity to try 
marijuana, 
“ Perhaps your son and his friends can stop‘pot’ 
smoking when ‘they want to quit.* But don’t bet 
on it and don’t bet on the ‘this, too, shall pass’ 
attitude. 
For this, too, shall, and can, pass 
straight on to permanent drug addiction.” 
An addict’s immediate family may not observe 
any changes in appearance due to use of drugs, 
It is true, of course, that heroin users may have 
scars or sores on their arms, resulting from 
repeated injections of the drug into their veins; 
but it is extremly difficult to recognize an 
opiate user who ie receiving a regular supply 
of his drug. 
lf the drug is withdrawn for one 
or two days, however, the addict is easily 
identified by a series of definite involuntary 
reactions called the withdrawal syndrome. A 
mild withdrawal involves sneezing, yawning,per­ 
spiring, watering of the eyes, and a running 
nose. 
A moderate response includes tremors 
of the body, “goose bumps” , loss of appetite, 
and dilation of the pupils. 
A severe syndrome 
often 
involves 
fever, 
increased 
blood pres­ 
sure, rapid breathing, insomnia, and acute rest­ 
lessness. 
At its most intense, the response 
takes the furm of, among other things, weight 
loss and limb spasms. 
In .rn attempt to help educate the public con­ 
cerning this probelm, the Narcotics Bureau of 
New York City Police Department published a 
pamphlet entitled “The Scourge of Narcotics.” 


Here is the way it describes a confirmed ad­ 
dict: 
“ To be a confirmed drug addict is to be 
one of the walking-dead. 
There are many 
symptoms to indicate a confirmed addict - any 
of them may be present: 
“ The teeth have rotted out; the appetite is lost 
and the stomach and intestines don’t function 
properly. 
The gall bladder becomes inflamed; 
eyes and skin turn a bilious yellow. 
In some 
cases the membranes of the nose turn a flaming 
red; the partition separating the nostrils is eaten 
away - breathing is difficult. 
Oxygen in the 
blood decreases; bronchitis and tuberculosis de­ 
velop. 
Good traits of character disappear and 
bad ones emerge . . .Veins collapse and livid 
purplish scars remain. 
Boils and abscesses 
plague the skin; gnawing pain racks the body. 
Nerves snap; vicious twitching develops. Imagi­ 
nary and fantastic fears blight the mind and 
sometimes complete insanity results. 
Often­ 
times, too, death comes - much too early in 
life. 
“ Compared with normal persons, according to 
one authority quoted in a U.S. Treasury De­ 
partment pamphlet, drug addicts die of tuber­ 
culosis at a rate of 4 to I; pneumonia, 2 to I; 
premature old age, 5 to I; bronchitis, 4 to I; 
brain hemorrhage, 3 to I; cancer and 
other 
malignant tumors, 3 to I, 
and more than 2 to 
I of a wide variety of other diseases. 
“ Such is the torment of being a drug addict; 
such is the plague of being one of the walking- 
dead.” 
With illegal drugs so readily 
available, the 
foregoing facts must be made known to every 
young person, particularly to the one who boasts 
he can stop ‘pot’ smoking any time he wants to. 
Frequently he finds he has no desire to stop.
